Pesky  Mulls  Infield  Shakeup 
As  Sox  Begin  1 2-Game  T rek

BALTIMORE— The  next  12  days  will  tell 
what  kind  of  a  ball  club  the  Red  Sox  are. 

That  was  the  feeling  of  Manager  Johnny 
Pesky  as  his  team  stopped  off  here  for  a  make¬ 
up  game  tonight  against  the  Orioles  to  start  a 
12-game  road  trip. 


When  the  Sox  were  winning 
and  in  contention  first  for  the 
league  lead  and  later  for  sec¬ 
ond  place,  the  whole  town  was 
talking  about  how  wonderful 
they  were. 

“We  knew  there  would  be  a 
I  bad  spot  somewhere  along  the 
line,”  Pesky  theorized.  “Well, 
we’re  having  that  slump  now.” 
'  “We’ll  find  out  on  this  trip 
I  just  what  kind  of  a  ball  club 
we  have,  depending  on  wheth- 
I  er  we  snap  out  of  our  slump.” 
After  enjoying  one  of  their 


most  successful  road  trips 
(7-5)  in  recent  years,  the  Sox 
experienced  their  most  dis¬ 
astrous  home  ^  stand  in  some 
time.  They  won  only  two  of 
the  11  games  at  Fenway  Park. 

In  home  stands  of  compara¬ 
ble  length,  the  Sox  won  four 
of  14  games  a  year  ago  and 
three  out  of  a  dozen  starts  in 
1959. 

The  hitters  weren’t  hitting, 
the  fielders  weren’t  fielding 
and  the  pitchers,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Bill  Monbouquette, 
weren’t  pitching.  Even  the 
stellar  relief  ace,  Dick  Radatz, 
was  given  his  bumps  in  the  se¬ 
ries  finale  with  Minnesota 
Wednesday  which  the  Twins 
came  from  behind  to  win  9-5. 

Tonight  the  Sox  make  a  one 
Inight  stand,  making  up  a 
Irained  out  game,  against  a 
earn  over  whom  they  enjoy 
la  7-4  bulge  for  the  season  and 
in  a  park  where  they  have 
|won  three  out  of  five  games. 
On  the  previous  road  trip 
esky  shook  up  his  club,  in- 
jserting  his  shock  trops,  Dick 
Williams,  Felix  Mantilla  and 
Bill  Gardner,  in  the  infield. 
With  them,  the  Sox  won  two 
lout  of  three  games  and  contin¬ 
ued  on  to  a  good  road  trip. 

Originally,  the  Sox  manager 
intended  to  go  with  his  regu¬ 
lar  lineup  against  the  third 
place  Orioles.  But  after 
Wednesday’s  defeat  which  left 
the  Sox  only  two  games  over 
the  .500  mark,  Pesky  was  on 
the  verge  of  changing  his 
mind. 

He  had  planned  to  rest  third 
baseman  Frank  Malzone,  short¬ 
stop  Eddie  Bressoud  and  sec¬ 
ond  baseman  Charlie  Schilling 
in  the  twi-night  doubleheader 
in  Washington  Friday,  replac¬ 
ing  them  with  Williams,  Man¬ 
tilla  and  Gardner.

Why  So  Glum? 
Asks  Mrs.  Pesky

These  are  trying  days  for  Johnny  Pesky.  His  Red 
Sox  have  lost  nine  of  their  last  11  games — and  at 
Fenway  Park,  of  all  places. 

But  in  one  respect  he’s  lucky.  He  has  a  wife — 
Ruthie — who  helps  him  over 
the  rough  spots. 

If  he  comes  home  after  a 
tough  defeat  yowling  like  a 
tomcat  with  his  tail  caught  in 
the  vacuum  cleaner,  she 
soothes  him  by  saying  some¬ 
thing  like,  “Johnny,  some¬ 
times  it  works  out  like  that. 

Just  don’t  let  it  get  you 
down.” 

It  helps,  admits  Pesky. 

Ruthie’s  a  nice  kid,  he  says. 

She  has  a  good  disposition, 
knows  how  to  say  the  right  thing. 

A  little  embarrassed,  he  admits  the  treatment 
doesn’t  always  work  100  percent.  He  was  agonizing 
the  other  night  before  dinner  when  his  wife  said 
cheerfully,  “John,  the  boys  have  been  playing  pretty 
well,  everything  considered.” 

“Horsefeathers,”  announced  the  manager.  “Serve 
the  stew.” 

The  Red  Sox  have  had  days  for  the  State  of 
Maine,  the  State  Of  Connecticut  and  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island.  When  Dick  Radatz  was  hit  hard  in  the 
last  tragic  act  of  their  home  stand,  they  had  one  for 
the  State  of  Shock. 

Pesky  was  dreamy,  almost  mellow,  as  he  tried  to 
clear  the  cobwebs  left  by  a  2-9  home  stand  that 
packed  a  harder  wallop  than  a  one-two  by  Sonny 
Liston. 

“I  walk  past  friends  in  the  street  without  recog¬ 
nizing  them.  A  kid  asks  me  what’s  the  matter  with 
my  ball  eb.'h  end  I  tell  him  to  go  peddle  his  papers. 
That’s  not  like  me. 

“And  I  wake  up  early  the  other  morning  dream¬ 
ing  I’ve  got  runners  on  first  and  second  with  nobody 
out  in  the  eighth  inning,  and  I’m  sweating  because  I 
can’t  get  back  to  sleep  and  score  them,”  he  admitted. 

The  Sox  manager  said  he  had  not  reached  the 
point  of  reading  in  bed  with  the  light  out,  so 
observers  concluded  that  his  condition  is  not  yet 
serious. 

★ 

Sam  Mele  of  the  Twins  said  that  this  is  the  first 
Red  Sox  slump  of  the  season,  whereas  every  other 
club  has  had  at  least  one,  excepting  the  Yankees  and 
White  Sox. 

He  might  have  said  the  Yankees,  and  left  it  at 
that,  for  a  month  ago  the  White  Sox  were  losing 
eight  out  of  10  games. 

“Instead  of  2  and  9,  our  record  should  be  just  the 
opposite,”  said  Pesky.  “In  this  park  and  in  this  heat, 
you’d  think  we’d  score  a  lot  of  runs.  That’s  the  way 
it  used  to  be. 

“We  thought  we  had  a  team  that  would  score,  but 
it  hasn’t  worked  out  like  that  yet.” 

Pesky  had  no  figures  on  the  subject,  but  they 
were  easily  found  and  they  proved  him  right. 

The  Sox  have  averaged  4.269  runs  per  game  this 
season,  their  lowest  since  the  1945  wartime  team’s 
3.9,  but  just  under  the  1960  club’s  4.273. 

A  year  ago'— with  Pete  Runnels  playing  first  base 
—they  averaged  4.36  runs  per  game. 

“Well,  a  few  weeks  ago  we  were  wondering  what 
kind  of  a  team  wd’d  be  if  we  fell  into  a  slump,”  said 
Pesky,  taking  his  feet  off  his  desk.  “What  kind  of 
men  are  we? 

“Now  we’ll  find  out.  We’re  going  on  the  road 
after  a  bad  home  stand.  We’re  really  being  put  to 
the  test.”

Ban  Writers 

As  Scorers

Averell  Harriman’s  next  assignment,  if  he  has 
anything  left,  should  be  to  do  something  about  the 
war  that  has  raged  between  players  and  official  scorers 
for  some  93  years.  Two  more  battles  in  this  relentless 

conflict  were  fought  this 
week. 

In  Milwaukee,  a  young 
Braves  pitcher,  Denny  Le- 
master,  called  the  scorer  and 
asked  that  a  hit  given  a  Chi¬ 
cago  player  be  changed  to  an 
error  for  Eddie  Mathews, 
Braves  third  baseman. 


The  scorer  refused,  costing 
Lemaster  three  earned  runs. 
Then  Mgr.  Bobby  Bragan 


ED  MATHEWS 

fined  the  pitcher  $50  for  his  temerity. 

At  Fenway  Park,  Red  Sox  vs.  Twins,  players  in 
both  dugouts  were  simultaneously  glaring  up  at  the 
scorer  in  the  press  box,  who — within  the  space  of  a 
few  minutes — had  called  a  sharp  grounder  by  Earl 
Battey  past  Frank  Malzone  an  error,  and  a  soft  tap 
by  Carl  Yastrzemski  bobbled  by  the  first  baeman  a 
base  hit. 

During  those  embarrassing  moments,  the  decision 
of  a  few  papers — including  the  Boston  Globe — not  to 
let  their  writers  act  as  scorers  never  looked  better. 

When  Boston  players  stared  coldly  at  the  scorer 
on  his  perch,  it  seemed  that  they  resented  the  hit 
given  teammate  Yaz.  This  was  not  the  case.  What  they 
resented  was  the  contrast  in  the  adjacent  decisions. 

Every  player  in  the  joint,  and  nearly  everyone 
•Ise,  thought  Battey  deserved  a  hit  and  a  run  batted  in. 

The  scorer  himself  thought  so,  later,  for  unlike 
his  colleague  in  Milwaukee,  he  changed  his  decision 
after  being  put  in  the  vise.
